But 
more  than  half  of  our  struggling  con¬ 
gregations  need  new  church  buildings 
or  repairs  for  their  meeting  places.

Baptist  Church  in  Virginia 
would  wear  its  name.  Attrac¬ 
tive  outdoor  bulletin  boards 
may  now  be  bought  at  a  low 
price.  If  a  church  cannot  af¬ 
ford  to  purchase  one  of  these 
boards,  a  member  can  make 
without  much  cost  a  wooden 
plaque  bearing  the  name  of 
the  church,  the  date  of  organ¬ 
ization  and  the  name  of  the 
pastor.  The  lettering  should  be 
done  in  legible  style  and  large 
enough  to  be  read  from  the 
highway.  The  board  should  be 
attached  to  the  building  in 
plain  view  of  the  mad.  unob¬ 
structed  by  shrubs  and  fences. 
It  would  be  worthwhile  and 
commendable  for  the  Train¬ 
ing  Union  to  undertake  as  a 
special  project  the  placing  of 
names  upon  all  Baptist 
churches  in  the  state. 

This  brings  to  mind  anoth¬ 
er  useful  service  for  the  trav¬ 
eler.  While  driving  through 
North  Caiydina  the  tourist  is 
impressed  by  the  excellent 
system  of  road  markers 
which  facilitate  his  travel.  In 
addition  his  attention  is  soon 
attracted  by  the  many  small 
whit*  signs  which  stand  at  all 
intersections  of  secondary 
roads  with  highways.  These 
little  markers  bear  the  names 
of  churches  and  the  distance 
of  these  churches  from  the 
main  roads.  It  seems  that  ev¬ 
ery  church  in  the  rural  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  state  has  been  lo¬ 
cated  in  this  manner.  The 
State  Highway  Commission 
might  consider  a  similar  sys¬ 
tem  of  inexpensive  marking 
for  Virginia  where  there  are 
ao  many  historic  churches.

(Churches  that  do  no 
send  messengers  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  wouki  not  be  inclined  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  Convention  expense. 
And  the  arguments  against  a  reg¬ 
istration  fee  for  messengers  would 
be  valid  against  a  fee  from  the 
churches.
